For Robert and Shani Corrigan, a pair of high 
school sweethearts from northern Michigan 
who moved to a tiny Texas town years ago for a 
new life, the last year was one of unfathomable 
heartache. 

They lost their 25-year-old son Forrest Cor- 
rigan on Nov. 26, 2016, to suicide. His funeral 
was held at the Sutherland Springs First Bap- 
tist Church in Texas. 

On Sunday, nearly a year later, the Corrigans 
were gunned down in that same church, vic- 
tims of a mass shooting that claimed the lives 
of 26 people and shattered the small Texas 
town amid a wave of escalating gun violence in 
America. The dead ranged from a toddler to a 
72-year-old.

President Donald Trump asked Monday 
that Japanese automakers consider making 
vehicles in the U.S., apparently unaware 
they’ve been doing that for more than 30 years.
